That, Mile 1.80 Burrard Subdivision, is the most 
westerly extremity where additional right-of-way is required 
for the new line. The most easterly extremity where the new 
line right-of-way is required is the westerly road allowance 
of Willingdon Avenue; 


That, it is pointed out that Canadian National 
Railway trains opsrate over the Third Subdivision of the 
Great Northern Railway between Fraser River Junction, mile 
118.2, Yale Subdivision and Vancouver Junction, mile 131.1, 
Yale Subdivision. The Canadian National Yale Subdivision 
mileage is carried through over the Great Northern between 
the above two points for timetable purposes. Mileage 151.76, 
Third Subdivision, Cascade Division, equals mileage 126.95, 
Yale Subdivision. This mileage represents the connection 
of the new line with the Great Northern Third Subdivision; 
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That, the new line from the point of connection 
with the Great Northern at mile 151.76 Great Northern 
Third Subdivision, Cascade Division, crosses Willingdon 
Avenus, which is to be grade separated, then starts to 
descend into cut section approaching a tunnel, at the same 
time diverging from the Great Northern and leaving its 
right-of-way at station 10+60. The cut section becomes a 
combination cut and retaining wall section from station 
15+30 to the tunnel portal at station 22+70. From this 
point the tunnel extends 11,190 feet (2.12 miles) to a 
point just south of the C.P.R. right-of-way along Burrard 
Inlet. There is a short section of rock cut, then a new 
bridge extending 2,17 feet ovor tho Second Narrows and 
Burrard Inlet on a descending gradient.
